HEIGHT AND WEIGHT. 
a great many letters from 


@ Generally the writers give their age, 
sex, and height and ask for the prop- 
er weight. Some of them give age, sex, 
height, and weight and ask how much 
off they are. In answering letters I 
commonly. make use of some standard 
insurance table without giving qualifi- 
cations. However, the answer must pl- 
ways be applied with some reservations 
The weight of a woman 20 years old, 
4 feet 10 inches high, ie given, at 110 
pounds. For each inch of height above 
or below this three pounds should be 
added or qubtracted, as the case may be. 
Among shorter persons an inch changes 
weight usually two pounds. Among the 
taller ones, five pounds—three pounds 
being ‘about the average. 
— 
The weight that is proper slowly in- 
creases with age, the average being a 
three pound increase for each five years. 
In younger people the proper increase is 
one pound a year; in older persons one- 
fifth of a pound. | 
Generally speaking, men weigh six 
pounds more than women of the same 
age and height. The proper weight for 
a woman 30 years old, § feet 2 inches in 
height, is 124 pou..is, and for a man 
of the same age and height, 130 pounds. 
While these are averages, if applied 
by an individual to himself an erro- 
neous conclusion is likely to be drawn. 
I have in mind a man 65 years old and 
6 feet tall who weighs 184 pounds, This 
is exactly the right weight on the scale. 
But this man is fairly obese. His arms 
and legs are small, his bones are light, 
and he is short bodiéd. 
In consequence, when he weighs 184 
his abdomen, chest walls, and probably 
his internal ofgans are loaded down with 
fat. 
of his age and height might even be 
considered of the lean and hungry kind. 
Perhaps the ‘largest single factor in 
determining proper weight aside from 
height and age is proportionate length 
of trunk. It is for this reason that 
some people disregard standing height 
and take note only. of sitting height— 
thé height of the trunk, neck, and head 
combined. The second largest factor in 
this group is the size of the bones. Large 
boned people weigh more chan people 
of the same age and height but with 
small bones. | 


‘Another factor is the musculature, 
Muscles are heavy and make up a 
large part of the total weight. A weil 
muscled man or woman may weigh more 
than the scale without being overweiggt 
in the sense that he or she néeds to 
redube. 

The distribution of the fat is a matter 
of some importance. Some people in- 
herit fat legs. Others never carry much 
fat below the knees and elbows regard- 
less of how fat they are. If all the fat 
is crowded into the trunk it ie more
